TRADE. . 


“Mr Le Dp: Wilsrésa, iin ot Mes 
Wilgress of the Canadian Ocean 
Services, has written for the weekly, 
bulletin: of theDept. of Trade at 
Ottawa some notes on Hongkong as: 

a market for metals and machinery, > 
‘eather and paper. . Also for canned 
provisions, + fish .. products, tinnéd © 
milk, etc.: They form ‘part of a 
report on the trade of South ae : 
ahd are dated Viadivostock, Oct. 7, 
1918, 

For metals he thinks Hongkong 
offers a good opening to: Canada. 
Leading importers had expressed 
a detire to be put in touch with Cana- 
dian exporters. Same connections had. 
already been made. Plates, bars, 
rods, hoop steel, wire nails, ‘ke. were 
in big demand. There was a special 
demand for bars of a-certain roll. « 
The question of weights was touched - 
upon, and. the North American ‘sys’ 
tem denounced as obnoxious te the 
importers, who wanted net weight. 

Machinery would be in demand’ 
soon. “The {mportance of Hong- 
kong as a manufacturing centre has 
hitherto been somewhat retarded by 
the lack’ of encouragement given to 
industries, Owing. to geographical. 
and other advantages,” however, the , 
colony ‘is sure to hecome an impor- 
tant industrial centre.” In marine 
motors, competition of Chinese manu-. . 
facturers., had lately become more 
effective, 

Australia was now supplying most 
of the leather, but Canadian box calf 
would’ be welcomed, if rightly priced. 
Japan had captured thé paper market, 
but was. nat giving satisfaction in 
quality. ‘ 

Australia ‘and the UW S.A. were 
sending much canned goods, and 
much could. be done by Canadians. if 
they cared to go after’ this trade. 
British Columbia could sell plenty of 
dried, salted, and canned fish: here, 
as San Francisco was already doing.”

With referghce to the high price. 
of. Tice,,the Civil Governor of Kwong- 
tung-has seat the followi ing | letter to 
‘the Commissioner of the “Canton 
Customs :— " ” 

Sin. Owing to its’small product in 
“Kwongtung, rice is not found ade- 
quate for local consumption even in 
the year. of.a good harvest. The 
food supply of the people depends 
entirely on imported rice. 

Wow the floods of recent years 
have affected’ the. harvests badly 
"and the foreign supplies are short, 
what has been stored is now gradually 

‘ -exgausted. In these few months the - 
price of rice has been rapidly rising. 
The coarse rice, which could be sold 
at 20 catties for one dollar before, is 
being sold ‘at 12-13 cazties for one 
dollar in the last ten days. It is: 
very seldom that thé price of rice’ 
“hag risen so rapidly. 
are not taken to relieve the situation, 
there are fearg that the oer. will, 
‘die of starvation. 

Instructions have been given to 
the Kwongtung Chamber" of Com- 
merce and the nine big hospitals to 
-gubscribe ‘money for the cheap sale of- 
rice and to send special delegates. to 
. Wuhu and Chinkiang to buy rice for 
Kwongtung. 
to the Ministry ‘Of Finance as king him 
o'give instructions to the tax-stat-
